Snow  warnings  went  out  ir 
Utah  and  Idaho  yesterday, 
affecting  BYU  students  starting 
the  drive  home  to  the  north. 

In  western  Utah  heavy  snow 
was  predicted  for  Thursday,  with 
four  inches  expected  throughout 
most  of  the  state,  continuing 
today. 

Temperatures  continue  cold, 
with  highs  in  the  20s  and  low  30s 
and  lows  from  15  to  25  degrees. 

Travelers  in  southeastern  Idaho 
were  warned  about  heavy  snow 
and  blowing  or  drifting  snow 
through  Friday.  With  continued 
cold,  temperatures  are  in  the  high 
20s  and  low  30s  with  lows  in  the 
teens. 

In  southwestern  Idaho  travelers 
were  also  warned  for  heavy  snow 
and  local  blowing  snow  yesterday 
and  today.  Highs  were  expected 
to  be  in  the  20s,  with  low 
temperatures  in  the  teens. 

Snow  in  northern  Idaho  is 
expected  to  end  today,  as 
temperatures  continue  cold, 
running  in  the  high  20s  and  30s 
with  lows  from  10  to  20  except 
where  near  zero  in  the  higher 
mountain  valleys. 

Last  year  as  BYU  students  left 
for  Christmas,  snows  were 
reported  throughout  southern 
Utah  and  also  on  the  Southern

SOUNDING  BOARD

Sounding  Board  Editor: 

Wednesday’s  “Sounding  Board” 
failed  to  answer  James 
Fennimore’s  question:  “Is  there 
anything  we,  as  students,  can  do 
to  improve  the  quality  of  some  of 
the  instructors  here  at  BYU?”  He 
raised  two  points:  unorganized 
presentation  and  failure  to  follow 
the  text. 

The  second  objection  is 
untenable.  The  content  of  a 
course  is  the  teacher’s 
responsibility.  There  are  good 
reasons  for  diverging  from  a text 
(even  the  best  one  available)  and 
the  choice  of  material  must  be 
made  by  the  teacher,  not  the  text. 
The  first  objection  is  pertinent 
and  there  is  much  students  can 
do.  First,  ask  questions  in  class. 

Second,  whether  the  teacher 
follows  the  text  or  not,  take 
careful  notes  on  anything 
happening  in  class.  Third,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  class,  write  up  the 
notes  in  full  detail,  supplementing 
them  with  anything  you  can 
dredge  out  of  your  memory.

Fourth,  when  you  arrive  at  the 
places  where  the  teacher’s  lack  of 
organization  makes  step  three 
impossible,  write  down  whatever 
questions  you  have,  take  them  to 
the  teacher’s  office  and  ask  for 
clarification  (Imagine,  for  a 
moment,  the  effect  on  a teacher 
of  having  half  or  two-thirds  of  his 
class  lined  up  at  his  office  every 
day  pointing  out  the  places  at 
which  he  had  misled  them). 

The  preceding  program  will 
have  a couple  of  surprising  side 
effects.

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Ever  wonder  how  the  traditions  that  are  celebrated  each  Chi| 
season  got  started?  Like— who  made  the  first  Christmas  card' 
decorated  the  first  Christmas  tree?  Or  what  started  the  mistletoe-l 
tradition?  n,  ^ 

CHRISTMAS  TREES  I ^ 

Decorating  small  evergreen  trees  was  a custom  that  originaf 
Germany.  Some  attribute  the  practice  to  St.  Boniface,  an  ij 
missionary  to  Germany  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighth  century, 
worship  of  a sacred  oak  was  common  in  those  days,  so  Bcj 
replaced  the  oak  with  a young  evergreen  to  symbolize  the  beginr 
the  new  faith. 

America  took  up  the  custom  of  decorating  evergreens 
England— Hessian  soldiers  gave  the  idea  to  early  colonialists  duri 
American  Revolution. 

Today,  the  practice  has  grown  to  the  point  that  whether  it 
evergreen,  pine  tree,  plastic  or  aluminum  tree— its  still  a Cliristm; 
and  the  tradition  will  live  on. 

MISTLETOE  AND  KISSING 
Mistletoe  had  its  beginnings  as  a custom  back  in  the  days  when 
priests  believed  that  mistletoe  had  great  medicinal  powers  an 
sacred.  It  was  a protector  from  evil,  and  the  houses  where  it  hun; 
said  to  be  safe  from  witchcraft.  A Christian  takeoff  from  this 
belief  credited  mistletoe  with  being  a link  between  heaven  and 
because  it  grows  on  trees  and  never  touches  ground.  Others  said 
the  plant  of  peace,  and  under  it,  enemies  in  ancient  Scandinavi 
and  settled  their  differences. 

From  this  ceremony  English  developed  the  custom  of  kissing  bt 
the  mistletoe,  and  this  tradition  has  survived  to  the  present. 

CHRISTMAS  CARDS 
It  would  seem  hard  to  believe  that  before  1840  there  we 
Christmas  cards  nor  mailmen  making  extra  trips  to  houses  with  h\ 
of  Cards  saying  “Best  Wishes.” 

But  it  wasn’t  until  Dickens’  “Christmas  Carol”  became  popula 
an  English  gentlemen  had  an  artist  design  a card  to  be  sent  to  his  f 
that  said:  “A  Merry  Christmas  and  a Happy  New  Year  to  you,” 
sketch  of  a family  around  a dinner  table.  It  took  another  30 
before  Christmas  cards  became  popular.  They  were  introduced  in 
United  States  in  the  late  1870’s.

Today  it  is  a common  practice  to  send  greeting  cards  to  friend  [J 
family  during  this  time  of  the  year.  Some  go  beyond  the  tradi 
means,  however,  and  send  cards  to  people  whom  they  don’t  even  U 
Such  is  the  case  in  the  BYU  Operation  Christmas  Card  drive,  sporafl 
by  the  ASBYU  Student  Relations  Office.

Any  sagebrush  area  will 
have  more  rabbits  than  a good 
drive  can  handle. 

Duck  hunters  are  still  having 
success  as  long  as  they  can  find 
open  water.  Jump  shooting  along 
the  rivers  can  be  productive  at  this 
time  of  year.  The  ducks  are 
moving  south,  but  there  are  still 
many  around. 

Preditor  callers  often  get  a 


coyote,  bobcat  or  fox  at  the  end 
of  a day’s  calling.  Even  cougars 
have  been  known  to  come  to  a 
call.  The  west  desert  area  is  best 
for  coyotes.  Bobcats  like  hilly 
country  with  more  brush,  while 
cougars  love  the  cliffs  and  rocky 
canyons. 

The  hunter  who  wants  to  really 
increase  his  knowledge  of  the 
game  in  his  area  can  learn  a lot  by 
tracking  in  the  snow.  Proper 
clothing  is  a must  for  this  activity! 
Deer  herds  are  at  the  lower 
elevations  now  and  the  guy  who 
stalks  within  good  camera  range 
can  be  proud.

Cambodia  Frees  12  U.S.  Soldiers  Pueblo  Crew  May  Be 


SAIGON  (AP)— Cambodia  freed 
12  U.S.  servicemen  Thursday  as 
the  American  Command  in  Saigon 
pondered  a Viet  Cong  offer  to 
release  three  soldiers  held  in 
South  Vietnam. 

Prince  Norodom  Sihanouk, 


Cambodia’s  chief  of  state, 
announced  in  Phnom  Penh  he  was 
releasing  11  U.S.  soldiers  and  a 
South  Vietnamese  seized  when 
their  boat  wandered  into 
Cambodian  waters  July  17  and  an 
American  helicopter  crewman 
captured  Nov.  28. 


Sihanouk  said  he  was  releasing 
them  so  they  could  spend 
Christmas  with  their  famiUes 
although  the  United  States  had 
met  none  of  his  conditions  for 
sending  them  home. 


No  Radiation  Leaks  In 


Underground  A-Blast 


Among  other  things,  he  had 
demanded  a letter  from  President 
Johnson  saying  efforts  would  be 
made  to  stop  violations  of 
Cambodian  territory.  This 
indicated,  Sihanouk  charged,  that 
U.S.  authorities  were  not  greatly 
worried  about  the  fate  of  their 
prisoners. 


PAHUTE  MESA,  Nev.  (AP)-A 
much-protested  experimental 
H-bomb  bulged  the  top  of  a desert 
mesa  Thursday,  kicked  up  a 
towering  dust  plume  and  sent 
oceanlike  groundswells  rippling 
through  sage  and  sand. 


Underground  detonation  of  the 
device  with  the  power  of  a million 
tons  of  TNT  made  a spectacular 
show  for  close-up  observers,  but 
caused  little  dr  no  damage  off  the 
test  site. 


The  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  called  the 
weapons-related  blast  “very 
successful”  and  said  no  radiation 
leaked  into  the  atmosphere. 
Shock  waves  were  felt  for  at  least 
250  miles. 

The  explosion,  like  other  large 
tests  preceding  it,  had  been 
protested  by  some  scientists,  labor 
leaders  and  pacificist  groups. 
Some  cited  possible  health 
hazards  from  radiation  leaks. 
Others  mentioned  possible  off  site 
damage,  or  contamination  of 
underground  water.  Still  others 
opposed  it  because  approval  of 


the  nuclear  nonproliferation 
treaty  is  pending. 

Newsmen  for  the  first  time  on  a 
major  underground  test  were 
permitted  at  the  control  point  12 
miles  from  ground  zero,  where 
they  watched  the  desert  surface 
via  television. 

After  the  blast  in  a chamber 
4,600  feet  under  6,2000-foot-high 
Pahute  Mesa  they  first  felt  the 
ground  jump  under  their  feet.  One 
hkened  it  to  “the  motion  of  a 
bouncing  boat.” 

On  the  TV  screen  they  saw  the 
ground  ripple  for  four  or  five 
seconds  hke  a storm-tossed  sea. 
Dust  spurted  heavenward  as  the 
earth  over  the  blast  site  bulged 
momentarily  upward  under 
fantastic  pressure  from  below. 

In  such  explosions  the  ground 
jumps  20  to  30  feet  and  is 
shattered  into  fragments.  At  blast 
depth,  superheated  gases  create  a 
huge  cavern  of  molten  rock, 
which  slowly  oozes  into  a pool  on 
the  floor.  Within  hours  or  days 
the  fragmented  strata  above 
collapse  into  the  hole  to  form  a 
crater. 


In  Washington,  White  House 
press  secretary  George  Christian 
said  it  was  understood  the 
Americans  were  spending  the 
night  at  the  Austrahan  Embassy 
and  will  travel  to  Bangkok  Friday. 

The  Viet  Cong  offer  to  release 
three  U.S.  captives  was  loaded 
with  propaganda.  The  only 
comment  from  U.S.  Command 
was  that  the  offer  “is  being  given 
serious  consideration.”

Home  For  Christmas 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-A 
responsible  U.S.  source  indicated 
today  North  Korea  has  agreed  to 
release  in  the  near  future  the  82 
crew  members  of  the  U.S. 
intelligence  ship  Pueblo. 

The  source,  who  could  not  be 
identified,  did  not  rule  out  the 
possibility  the  Americans  would 
end  their  1 1 months  of  captivity 
by  Christmas. 

Other  sources  said  relatives  of 
the  Pueblo  crew  members  have 
been  advised  to  stand  by  or  leave 
word  where  they  can  be  notified 
about  the  return  of  the  Pueblo 
men. 

This  word  came  amid 
speculation  and  various  reports 
from  newspapers  and  other 
sources  North  Korea  and  the 


United  States  were  about  to  re 
agreement  on  the  crewm 
release. 

The  State  Department 
earlier  Thursday  that  U.S. 
North  Korean  representatives 
at  Panmunjom  Thursday,  Kor 
time,  in  their  longest  session  si 
the  ship  was  captured  last  Jan 
off  North  Korea. 

U.S.  officials  have  refusei 
comment  on  the  reports.
